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Many False Impressions Exist 
Amongst Canadian 
Peoples 

TARIFF ONE CAUSE 

Fred V. Stone And Lloyd 
Reynolds Spoke At Labour 
Oub Last Night • 

"The hope for co-operation be- 
tween' East and West will lie In 
some constructive system of planned 
economy," was the prophetic note 
sounded by Fred V. Stone at a meet- 
ing: of the Labour club, held last 

Ject under consideration was the 
Economic Relations between West- 
ern Farmer and Eastern Labour, 
while the Political aspect was dealt 
with later by Lloyd Reynolds.' 
' Stone, a true son of the sol] from 
Alberta^ opened his discourse by a 
brief review of. tho fundamental div- 
ergences between East and West. 
' Drawing- from his own experiences, 
lie 'showed that there are many false: 
resslons and misunderstandings 
between the peoples of the the oppo- 
site sides of our dominion, and that 
this divergence arises out , of the 
prevailing class antipathy. 

Tariffs Reason 

"The one possible Economic rea- 
son for divergence is tariffs," the 
speaker announced, but went on to 
point out that this issue has been 
overworked and has been given un- 
due importance In political matters 
In ordor to deflect attention from, 
other matters, which are in the' 
speaker's mind, of more importance. 
It was also shown that freight rates 
play an important role in dividing 
the Western Farmers, who clamour 
for low rates, and Eastern Labour 
"which is in favour of high ones. 

There also exists a psychological 
difference in the attitudes which the 
east and west adopt in trying to 
solve their problems. The farmers 
of the prairie provlnços.-.have already 
tried to solve their difficulty, which 
has always been that the Income 
from wheat Is not sufficient to meet 
expenses, by co-operation. ' It was 
'. explained that there is a leak some-, 
where for the consumer pays a high 
price but the farmer - does not re- 
, celve a fair return to labour. Ob-' 
vlously thero is need for some bet- 
ter • system of distribution. 

Wheat Pool Disaster.

Modern Trends In 
Gasolines Traced 



Engineers Shown Benefits Of 
Anti-knock Fluids 

;■ — ~ 

Tho application of anti-knock gas- 
oline fluids to the present-day in- 
ternal combustion motor . was shown 
by Mr. Speed, representing the. Ethyl 
Corporation,. ,in the Engineering 
Building last evening. The talk was 
ably "illustrated and the application 
of the Ethyl fluid was shown by a 
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somewhat J recalcitrant motor. 

In . a; preliminary sketch to the 
demonstration of the practicability 
of the U3e of ■ anti-knock, fluid, Mr. 
Speed traced the. trend of investi- 
gation and research' that made . pos- 
sible the eradication of this curious 
phenomena. He showed that; anil- 
knock qualities were inherent in 
most combustible, fluids, .but that 
benzol and alcohol were the two that 
showed this quality in the smallest 
degree. For certain reasons, how- 
ever, the profitable use of these two 
ingredients is Impossible in our pres- 
ent motors. 

After extensive elimination and 
experimenting, the substance known 
as tetraethyl of lead was found to be 
the most desirable and the most ef- 
ficient fluid that could be used. This 
fluid, , when, m&éd with good gasoline 
and a bromine compound (to prevent 
. metallic deposit in the cylinders! 
was shown to bo especially suitable 
. to the present trend . in high-com- 
pression motors. It was shown to 
exhibit a greater degree of efficiency 
at a lower burning^jpolnt . than that 
of ordinary gasoline, and at the 
earn* time to do away with knock- 
ing In the cylinders.

NATIONAL HOOK-UP 



Station CKAC Will 
Broadcast Contest In Con- 
junctio n Wit h NBC 

The choice of H. Carl Goldenberg 
and Fred V. Stone to represent Mc- 
Gill In the coming International Radio 
Debate with the u.iiverslty of Penn- 
sylvania was unanimously ratified at a 
meeting of the Debating Union held 
last Monday afternoon. Tho debate 
which is -to bo held on Saturday, 
March 2C, between four .and five 
o'clock over tho network of the Colum- 
bia broadcasting system, will be 
broadcast locally over station C.K.A.Ç,' 

Goldenberg Is the present president 
of the Debating Union and Stone Is a 
former vice-president. Both 
prominent' Campus speakers" and hâve 
debated together as a team before now, 
defeating Cornell University last year 
as. well as being members of tho team 
that Invaded Porto. Rico last autumn. 
Thf former is a third year student in 
the' faculty of law,' whilst Stone is in 
tho- Graduates' School. 

McGill Uphold Affirmative 

The subject of the debate Is "Re- 
solved that the foreign policy of the 
United States Is rotardlrig World Dis- 
armament". McGHI will uphold the 
affirmative. Goldenberg being the first 
speaker. Ordinary debating, procedure 
will be followed and the. affirmative 
will be allowed five minutes for re- 
buttal. No decision will be rendered. 

This is the first time In the history 
of Intercollegiate relations that such, a 
debate baB been held on the continent 
and It also mark- the first time that 
McGill has ever engaged In any -form 
Of competition with the University of 
Pennsylvania. During the course of 
the. broadcast, several musical num- 
bers will be rendered by the bands of 
both universities. 

Further Matters Discussed 

It was further decided at the meet- 
ing that the Mock Parliament at To- 
ronto will be the last outside debating 
activity, to.wbich , McGill will send re- 
presentatives. There will be a Mock 
Parliament here on. March 10, to be 
"followed by tho competition for the 
Talbot-Paplncau Cup held annually for 
Impromptu speaking. The,.. Interna- 
tional. Broadcast wlll.be the final fea- 
ture of the debating season.

Many Problems Facing Can- 
ada At Present Need 
Discussion

Col. W. Bovey Delivered Ad- 
dress To Canadian Pro- 
gress Club Luncheon 

A new method of chooBlng and sys- 
temizlrig after-dinner speakers for 
Canadian clubs was suggested by 
Colonel W. Bovey, Director of the De- 
partment of Extra-mural Relations, 
ar a luncheon of the Canadian Pro- 
gress Club, yosterday. The dinner was 
held in the Windsor Hotel. 

Col. Bovçy introduced his talk by 
pointing out tho valuo of clubs, such 
as tho one he was addressing, to Can- 
ada. They contribute to the progress 
and welfare of the country. In many 
clubs, after-dinner speakers are usual- 
ly considered as entortainment. They 
are .interesting, but'they speak on 
every conceivable subject. 

Systemize Speeches ' 

"It would be a good thing, If these 
clubs would systemize their lectures. 
At tho present time, study groups ex- 
ist throughout' tho country." Cana- 
dians are now at . a period of cridis, 
and all should know as much as possi- 
ble about their country. Before the 
Great War, the people had little to do 
with the government — the country 
was governed solely by cliques. 

To-day, what people think, has much 
more Influence. Tho people influence 
the newspapers, which, in turn, In- 
fluence the government. W© have 
many great issues facing us now, Just 
Hko In 1914. If tho Imperial Confer- 
ence falls, the question whether Can- 
ada stays In the British Empire or 
not, comes to tho fore. Hence a great 
deal of Importance' must bo attached 
torthis Conference, In July. ^ 

Irish Problem 

.Tho recent election in Ireland brings 
up the possibility that she will leaved 
:he Empiré; 'hot .that this is" likely, 
however. Economlo relationships with- 
in tho Empire Is a big question. We 
are. also faced with Pacific problem. 
Western education In China has made 
Chinese desirous of expelling foreign- 
ers. 

Canada, has 910,000,000 worth of 
trade with China, and twice that 
amount with Japan. There is - 1 great 
opportunities of increasing- this trade. 
Thero is a new state in Manchuria. 
What are our relations going to be 
with the Far East? This Is another

The Park and Playgrounds Com- 
mission do. Invaluable work In organ- 
izing games' and playhours, in which 
they . are ably aided by the social 
workers. Clubs were formed of con- 
genial types "of girls and divided ac- 
cording to their different, character* 
into various groups. .Tho club or- 
ganized sports and matches, foster- 
ing a better spirit among the girts v 
• With the coining of 'fall, the prob- 
lem becomes oven more acute In 
trying to keep the children o*ff the 
street In the long evenings., Greater 
combination among the workers ù 
required and the only successful 
remedy Is the co-operation of the 
child, something obtained with great 
difficulty. 

The gang is , the social unit of 
Grlttlntown, and while it cultivates a 
spirit of loyalty to each other, , it is 
one of tho most detrimental factors 
in the way of reform by social 
workers.

System Of Public 
Health Outlined 



City Now Regarded As 
Healthier Than Country 

ATTEND ANCE LARGE 

Health Units Are Highly 
Organized In Many 
Rural Districts • 

/'Contrary to public opinion, statis- 
tics show that the city is now a 
healthier place for the average per- 
son than tho country". The above is 
one. of tho interesting facts on the 
benefits of public health services as 
outlined yesterday afternoon by Dr. 
E. Grant Fleming,, head- of the De- 
partment of Public health at McGill, 
In Strathcona Hall. Tho lecture was 
one of a series being given for the 
unemployed "white-collar" mon of 
Montreal. . 

Dr. Fleming described '{the work 
done , by tho Department of National 
Health, which is . affiliated • with the 
Dominion Government and he also 
told of the work done by the Pro- 
vincial , Governments In this cause. 
He pointed out that tho . Federal 
Government did their', work more In 
connection with keeping disease-, out 
of the country while the Provincial 
organizations worked to . cure. , the 
diseases already in existence. , 
" Department Providea for Lapera 

Not only does the Department of 
National Health examine all people 
wishing to gain admission to Canada 
as permanent citizens, but it is also 
responsible for maintaining a Quar- 
antine . Department . on the two sea 
coasts. In both of these, the. organ- 
ization renders invaluable service to 
It's country. 

The. federal health unit also, pro- 
vides for the lepers of the Dominion 
although these aro very few in num- 
ber; it maintains colonies for tho 
poor .unfortunate victims on the 
East and Wjest . coaets. A great deiJ 
is done' by this department to check 
the traffic in. quack medicines. No 
patent medicine can be put on sale 
without the official approval of the 
Government. 

Province' System Outlined 
Each province has . it's ' own puttllo' 
hefJth laws arid organizations. .The 
province of Quebec has the most ef- 
ficient system of any of the pro- 
vinces and in- almost any part of the 
province health clinics and depots 
under the dlreotion of medical . offi- 
cers may be found. . There are cer 7 
tain standard methods now applied 
for thé preservation' of "'hoalth . and 
It is hoped that in the near future

Modern Harmony 

To the Untrained ear, the music that 
Is being written today, sounds to bo a 
scries of discords; -There seems to bo 
no connecting harmony to the over- 
tures. The reason for this Is that the 
theme Is first chosen^and then har- 
monized afterwards, Instead of the old 
way of harmony first. Thus it was 
stated yestcrdity afternoon by A. J. 
Illiashenbo, the brilliant composer and 
pianist Who lectured to the R.V.C. 
Alumnao Society. 

The lecture was on '"Modern Trends 
in Music" and he illustrated it with 
many selections many of them from 
his own works. The guest- artist wap 
Roland Leduc, 'cellist, who accompan- 
ied him in his renditions. 

Three systems were used ln writing 
modern music, the bitonal, the poly- 
tonal and the atonal.

Will Mark Its First Half 
Century of Existence.

Plans ufo already well advanced 
for tho celebration of .the fiftieth 
birthday of tho Royal Society of 
Canada which will bo observed at 
ime of the socloty's annual 
leeting on May 20. 27 and 28, 1932, 
• in Ottawa. Tho Royal Society was 
founded in 1882 largely through the 
efforts of Lord Lome, then governor 
general of Canada and afterward tho 
Duke Ot Argyll. There wore 79 chart- 
' er members of whom only "wo sur- 
vive, at this writing, Dr. J. Watson, 
ot Kingston, Ont., formerly of 
• Queen's University, and Ramsay 
Wright, f mdrly of University of 
' Toronto and now resident in Bourne- 
mouth, England. 
It Is expected that representatives 
tho great national sclen- 
nd literary societies of Great 
Britain, Prance and tho United 
States will attend the May meeting, 
us well as delegates from many • of 
the principal Canadian societies. His 
Excellency the Governor General, 
who Is Patron of the society, has 
graciously expressed hie intention of 
being present. It. has also been an- 
nounced that the Governmont has 
decided to have Uio formal opening 
of the new National Rosearch La- 
boratories on May 27, during the an- 
niversary meeting of the Royal Soci- 
ety, and has invited the' society to 
hold Its sessions . in the Rosearch 
building; 

One of the features of the society's 
celebration will be a series of special 
addresses In which survoys will be 
made of the progresu of Canada in 
various branches of literature and 
Hclence during the past fifty years. 
Tl>e president of the society, Sir 
Robert Falconer, the retiring head 
of the University of Toronto, will 
devote lits presidential address to,' a 
survey of the progress of tho society 
as illustrating the progress 'of the 
Dominion, and around this central 
theme will be . grouped surveys by 
some of the most brilliant of Can- 
adian scientists 1 of what ; has been 
■achieved in each of their respective 
field's. Similar addresses will be 
prepared by members ot _tho French 
and English sections.' It has already 
been arranged that ln : Section Two 
history will bo dealt with by Prof. 
Chester Martin, head of the History 
partment ot the University of 
oronto; Economics by Dr. O. D. 
kelton, Under Secretary of State 
or External Affairs'; Archaeology

Excellent stock, 
well handled, has once 
morej>roven its worth 
and B. W. Jones, the company's Superin- 
tendent of Agriculture and Animal Indus- 
try, is justly proiid of the achievement. 

Mona Pontiac Walker — 134648 — under 
Government regulation, led all the milk- 
producers in Canada by over 2,000 lbs., 
having completed a yearly record on 
November 27, 1931, with 30,464 lbs. of 
milk and 1,160 lbs. of butter. In 1930, as a 
four-year-old, she held another record, with 
29,202 lbs. of milk and 1,071 lbs. of butter. 

The next highest milk production re- 
cord for 1931 goes to Primrose Lily Pietie — 
151147— who also held the butter record for 
■the Dominion for the same year. Her per- 
. formance was 28,271 lbs. of milk and 1,210 
lbs. of butter. She is an outstanding show 
animal and took first prize in the dry cow 
class at Vancouver and Victoria in 1931.
